Anaan is ſituated in Aſia Major, or che Greatap 4 
" Alia one of the moſt famous Provinces 
Jig Syria; called by ſeveral Names; 38 * 

he Land of Canaan, from Canaan the 
— of Ham, the Son of Noah, who by his oſten cha- 
fings, was driven to ' poſſeſs and inhabit de 2 4 
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This Country is ſeated in the middle of the World, 
between the third and fourth Climates, about 52 De- 
grees North to the Equinoctial Line, the longeſt Day 
bdeing fourteen Hours and a Quarter; ſituate 3 
 *the Mediterranean Sea and Arabia, from which it is 
Bulwarked beyond Jordan with a continual Ridge of 
Mountains, which ſecures it from the burning Air of 
U the Deſarts of Arabia Petrea, and Celoſyria that lie on 
the Eaſt thereof; as Idumea, the Wilderneſs of Paran 
and Egypt on the South; Part of Phenicia and the Me- 
diterranean Sea on the Weſt, and the Mountains of Le- 
banus or Lebanon, and the other part of Phenicia on 
the North. It extends from 31 to 33 Degrees; fo that 
in length from Dan to Beerſheba it is not ſill two hun- 
d gdred Miles long, nor doth the breadth exceed fiſty 
= (teckoning a thouſand Paces to a Mile) and the whole 
Circumſerence is not above four hunderd Miles- A 
Country ſo fruitſul, that the Scripture tells us, It was Wl 
=  @ Land that flowed witb. Milk and Honey, and the Glo- 
oY ry of all Lands. The Sallubrity of the Air is excellent, 
che Northern Mountains keeping the colder Blaſts at 
their due diſtance, and the Midland Sea ſending thither 

tits refreſhing Breezes. This being that which the Serip- 
ture uſually calls the Great Sea, for the Hebrews were 
E* little acquainted with the Ocean, and ſo they gave the

© The Winter is neither too cold, nor the _—— 
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tors The ianer part of the Country is diverſified with © 
beautiful Mountains and Hills, advantageous for Vines, . Þ 
Fruit Trees, anf mall Cattle, and the delightful Val- 
leys are water'd with a great Number of Tortents very ©} 
neceflary to moiſten the Country, which hath no other 
River beſides Jordan. The Rains fall very ſeldom, and 
are very regular, coming in the Spring and Autumn, .

Showers. The very Rocks produce abundance of +

| feattered here and there, as Teſtimonies of its antient 
Glory; as particularly in the Region of Galilee, in 
the Northern Parts whereof fands a fleaſant range of 
Mountains by the Nume of Lebanon, containing a Val- 
ley of twenty five Miles inlengtb, and fifty in breadth, 
in the midft whereof is the fair City of Damaſcus, a- 
bout fix Miles in Compats, - fortified with a Wall and 
double Ditches. The Country adjacent is fo exceed- 


ing truitful that for the deliciouſneſs thereof it i cal. 
ö Jed the Garden of Eden to this Day, and the Plains. 


thereof are the moſt amiable proſpects that any Eye 
can b:bold upon Earth. And Mr. Biddulpb an Engliſh 
Divine travelling over a Meuntain near the Sea of Gal- 
& lee found it extream pleaſant, and ſo beſpangled 
* with variety of Flowers among the green Grafs, that 
they ſeemed to ſmile in their Faces, and as it were to. 
laugh and ſing, as the Pſalmiſt expreſſes it. And all 
the way they travelled that Day, all the Hills and Vak 
*# Jeys were extraordinary fertile, according to the De- 
& ſcription of M:ſes, Deut. 8. The Fields of Baſhan or: 
#  Bethſhan in Samaria were the like, and coming toa 
W, Place cailed Jenine, or Engannim in Scripture, they 
8 faw very fine Gardens, Orchards and Springs of Wa- 
ter. And North of Lidda near the Caſtle of Augia 
in this Province they entred a goodly Forreſt full of 
tall and delightful Trees, inrermixt with fruitful and 
= flowry Vales, ſo that nothing could be more entertain- 
ing, and perhaps the whole Earth cannot produee a 
more pleaſant Proſpect. > 4 4 
In Judea between Rama and Jeruſalem are exceed- 
ing fat Paſtures, about 6 Miles in length, and the ri- 
fing Hills are mixt with fertile Valleys. The Valleys 
of Repbain, -E/acol, and Fericho are very pleaſant, 
unleſs thoſe adjoining to the Sea of Sodom, and the 
hole Country ia general is much commended by i- 
vers Authors, and many places painted forth as mypſt 
1 delectable Paradiſes. And though this Bleſſed Land uf 
\ an hot Climate, equal to ſome Parta of burnin Bars 
. Fahr reaſon of he Mountains, Valleys, eng 7 
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concerning the Jeut. 
and Rivers, and a Weſtern Sea; it is a moderate 
Country in reſpect to thoſe of the like Situation. 
The Fruits of the Lands are eſpecially theſe, Balm, 
Honey, Spices, Mirth, Nuts and Almonds ;. nor is: 
their Wheat to be forgotten nor Oyl, with which they 
Trade in the Market of Tyrus; nor their Barley, 
Rice, Pulſe, Melons, Cucumbers, Figs, Manna, Fran- 
kincenſe, Citrons, Fennel, Sage wild in the Fields, 
and Onions thrice as big as any of ours, very plea- 
fant and of no offenſive ſmell, but comfortable to the» 
Stomach, and therefore may give us a hint why 
the Iſraelites ſo much deſired them. Alſo Muſtard, 
which is the leaſt of Seeds among Garden Plants, and 
et bringeth forth the largeſt Body, eſpecially in the 
Eaſtern Parts, of which the Jewiſh Talmud relates one 
or two Stories: As that there was in Sichem a Stalk or? 
Trunk of a Muſtard: Tree, which had three Branches, 
and one Branch was broken off to cover a Potter's Shed 
under which he formed bis Earthen Ware in Summer 
time, and that from this Branch was taken the quan- 
tity of twenty four Figs ot Muſtard Seed. Again, 
Rabbi Simeon aſſerts in the Talmud, That he had in 
his Garden a Muſtard Stalk ſo big, that he uſed to“ 
Climb up as into a Fig- Tree, Buckſtorf relating theſe 
Paſſages, avouches not for the full credit of them, but? 
only thews that this Plant was of a large growth in theſe? 
Parts, and may confirm the Lettex of our Saviour's; 
Parable concerning it. The Mountains of Judah an 
Ephraim were Places of great Vineyards, and the te- 
lation of the Spies which Moſes ſent, who brought that 
prodigious Cluſter of Grapes from Eſhcol, is a ſufficient” 
evidence of their largeneſs, if compared with thoſe off 
Spain, France, er Italy. Round about Jericho there; 
were Palm Trees of vaſt Revenue, through their 
den ſpringing up after they were lopped or felled; an 
it was the only part of the World where true Bal 
was to be found. The Mountains likewiſe produced 
Gold, Silver, Iron and Copper Mines. To concludes

it there was nothing wanting in this Garden of God 
that was neceſſary either for the Uſe or Delight of 
Mankind, $7 EE | 2 
Te Fruitfulneſs of the Country, and the Care they 
i £00k to cultivate it, may make us conceive how that 
being ſo little, it could nouriſh ſo great a Number of 
Men ; for an ingenious Perſon, to reduce it the better 
to our Underſtanding, affirms, that from Dan to 
Beerſheba, which two Places St. Jerom reckons not 
do be Two Hundred Miles aſunder, and the ordinay 
| breadth of the Land to be about Fifty or Sixty Miles, 
it comprehends a Quantity of Ground poflibly-muck 
about the bigneſs of a ſuppoſed Cantle of England, 
which might be bounded by a Line drawn from Portſ- 
mouth to York, and extending from both theſe Places 
9% Eaitward to the German Ocean: Or it may be in the 
* whole it did not exceed the principality of Wales, 
ſuoppoſing a Line comprehending it from Briſtol to 
W Cheſter, which by the new Meaſures of Miles are 145 
Miles aſunder, and what it wants in length, may be 
= ſupplied in breadth. Beſides, the Iſraelites were but 
title inploy'd in Maritime Affairs, to ferniſh them- 
ſelves with foreign Wares, which very much confirms 
= the wonderful plenty of this Land; only one Remark 
& muſt be made, that it is a Country full of Hills, which 
We” renders it much larger than a plain, even and Cham- 
pain Country ; or what is ſaid of Scotland, that it is 
7 an Hundred Miles longer, and an Hundred Miles 
Is ſhorter than England, may be applied to the State of 
Paleſtine, that is, by the Degrees of Latitude it is an 
Hundred Miles ſhorter, but to them that Travel up 
= and down its Craggy Hills and Mountains it will ex- 
tend to an Hundred Miles more. This Author adds, 
W that it being very Hilly, and therefore ſubject to cool 
Breezes and freſh Air and Wind. If any Place in Eng- 
may claim kindred with Canaan, be thinks De- 
Fwy onſhire may bid the faireſt as to the general State of 
both; though Canaan was far more fruitful and its 
Mills generally not ſo high and impervious, unleſs We 
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reſpect Carmel and Lebanon; and therefore in re- 
gard to the many little Hills, eaſy Aſcents, delight- 
ful Vales, and ſome Champaigns, he reckons the 
Mountainous part of Hartfordſhire hath the neareſt ix 
Affinity, enjoying ſo many pleaſant Silver Brogks, ® 
interwoven and checkered with lovely Groves, and e- 
namel'd with beautiful Manſions of our Nobility and 
Gentry ; but herein Canaan was tranſcendent, that it 
had the delightful proſpect of the Weſtern Ocean, 
which is more wholeſome tor Air, and the Inhabitants 
generally more healthful than ſuch as are waſhed bx 
the Eaſtern Waves. "i 
This Holy Land being confined within ſuch ſmalf 
Limits as we have mentioned, it will at firſt require 
a ſtrong Faith to believe all that the Holy Scripture | 
ſays in this Caſe. When the People firſt entred that 
Country under Joſhua, there were above Six Hundre& 
Thouſand Men bearing Arms from Twenty Years old 
to Sixty, and we read in Judges, that in the War of 
Gibeah the only Tribe of Benjamin, the leaff of all 
had an Army of Twenty Six Thouſand Men, and that * 
the reſt of the People amounted to Four Thouſand + 
King Saul march'd with Two Hundred and Ten Thou- 
fand againſt the Amalekites, when he extirpated them. 
King David kept continually on Foot 12 Bodies of 
Twenty tour Thouſand a Piece, who ſerved by Months 
which was in all Two Hundred and Fourſcore Thou- 4 
ſand Men, and in the numbring of the People which 2 
brought the Anger of God upon him, there werg 
found in this ſmall compaſs of Earth, Fifteen Huff 
dred Threeſcore and Ten Thouſand Men in Iſrael 
and Judah which drew Sword, and were fit for War, 
beſides the Men of Levi and Benjamin, and befideg 
the Women, Children, Aged and Imporent Perſons, i 
and beſides the Strangers and Heathens, and the res: 
mainders of the Philiitines: which were not fully roots 
ed out at David's time, none of which were inferted in 
Joab's Lift, 1 Chron. 21. f. Neither was the Maſter og 
Jehaſnaphat much diſproportionate, for alho* he had

not much above the, third part of David's Kingdom. 
Wo yet he maintained ſeveral Bodies of very good Troops, 
mL which altogether made up Eleven Hundred and Sixty 
mr. Thouſand Men effectively, without reckoning the Ga- 
WR riſons that were in his ſtrong Holds, 2 Sam. 24. 9. 
| However, in all this there is nothing incredible; 
for beſide the indubitable Authority and Veracity of 
Sacred Writ, which ought to be unqueſtionably be- 
heved and attended to, me find the like Examples in 
common Hiſtory: The great Thebes of Egypt raiſed 
ft feven hundred thouſand brave Soldiers of its own In- 
babitants alone. At Rome, in the firſt Year of Seve- 
We rus Tullius, being the hundred and eighty eighth 
Tear from its Foundation, there were counted four- 
ſcore thoutand Citizens able to bear Arms, and yet all 
"theſe ſuhſiſted in the Lands adjacent to Rome, and

1 Theſe Maxims perhaps ſome will ſay are very pret- 
ty, but let us come to Particulars, and ſhew how it 
vas poſſible ſo ſmall a Country as Paleſtine ſhould 
Br nouriſh ſo great a number of Men. An Acre of good 
= Land bringing forth five Quarters, a Comb, and a 
WW Buſhel of Wheat, London Meaſure, will eaſily feed 
= our Men for a Year, allowing each two Pound and 
fix Ounces. of Bread every Day, which is about three 
- Buſhels a Month, and thirty fix Buſhels a Y ear to each 


Man; but fince our Iſraclites were great Eaterſ'let; 
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us allow them double the Novriſhment ; that is to ſay, 
four Pound twelve Ounces of Bread a Day: Thus an 
Acre will be ſufficient to feed two Men, and by this 
Account we ſhall have Land ſtill remaining: For a 
League ſquare makes five thouſand fix hundred and 
twenty five Acres, by reckoning three thouſand Geo- 
metrical Paces in a League, five Foot in a Pace, twenty 
Feet in a Rod, and an hundred Rods in an Acre, The 
Kingdom of Judea was at beaſt thirty Leagues in 
length, above twenty in breadth, counting the length 
from Eaſt to Weſt which was ſix hundred Leagues, 
and by conſequence three Millions three hundred and 
ſixty five thouſand Acres, which according to this. 
Calculation might nouriſh twice as many Men ; that is, 
ſix millions ſeven hundred and. fiſty thouſand, but we 
will deduct half the Lands for thoſe that may prove 
barren, for the Rocks, Sands, and little Defarts here 
and there intermingled for Vineyards and Paſtures, - 
and for the repoſe which the Land requires, at leaſt 
every ſeventh Year. Yet there remains enough to 
feed a number of Men, equal to the ſum Total of the 
Acres, that is to ſay, three millions three hundred 
threeſcore and five thouſand : So it was eaſy; to levy: 
twelve hundred thouland Sword Men in a Count 
where all People bore Arms, and ſtill to have Corn tc 
Well to ſtrangers toward the purchaſe of Cattle; for if 
ehe Flocks that Country produced did not ſufficiently 
SS urniſh them with Wooll and Fleſh, we need not 


1 doubt but that Tributary Strangers brought them ma- 


ny Cattle. Jehoſaphat, beſides the Tribute of Moyey 

= which he exacted from the Philiſtines, received from 
the Arabians ſeven thouſand five hundred Rams, and 
as many Goats, and there are other Examples of the 
like Tributes : Add to this, That the Iſraelites lived® 
frugally, and that all the Good Land they had was. * 
carefully manured ; fince there were few Woods that 
had neither Parks for Hunting, nor Avenues, not?

Cities, in which were the two Tribes of Judah and Si.

King of Ethiopia rebelled againſt him, whoſe King: 
dom was on the Southern part of Egypt. Then takingf 
Simeon and Judah with him, he made War with 
the Ethiopian King. So the Holy and Bleſſed God 
W placed them in the dark Mountains. Thus in theſe 
pour Captivities the ten Tribes were carried into Ba- 
W oifhment by Sanherib and Salmanaſſer. There remain- 
ed yet of Judah an hundred and ten thouſand, and of 
Benjamin an hundred and thirty thouſand in the City 
of Jeruſalem, over whom reigned Hezekiah.

Caſtellan, into the Province of Quity, in Company with 
other Indians, among whom one was called Francis 
Cazicus, a great Tempeſt happened as they paſſed over 
the Mountains Cordilleræ, which threw the laden 
Mules to the Ground ; the Indians complained of their 
2 Lofles by the Storm, yet confeſt that they de- 

erved greater Puniſhments than this for their many 


4 heinous Crimes. Francis bid them be patient ſince 


they ſhould ſhortly enjoy reſt: They replied, They 
were unworthy of it, and that the barbarous Cruelty | 


of the Spaniards toward them was ſent of God, be- 


caufe they had ſo ill treated his Holy People, who 
were of all the moſt Innocent. They then concluded 
to tarry all Night in the top of the Mountain, and 
Aaron Levi took out of a Box, ſome Bread, Cheeſe 
and Junkets, and gave them to Francis, upbraiding 
him that he had ſpokes diſgraceſully of the Spaniards, 
who anſwered, That he had not told one half of the 
Miſeries and Calamities they had ſuffered from that in- 
humane Nation, but that they ſhould be revenged of 
them by the help of an urknown People.

Aſter this Aaron Levi went to Carthagena, | when 
he was for ſome time impriſoned, but being at lengꝶh 
releaſed, and much affected with what he had heard 
from Francis, from whence he began to imagine that 
the Hebrews or Jews were thoſe innocent People 
which the Indian had mentioned: He reſolved to re- 
turn to Honda, and find him out, which having happi- 
ly effected, he asked the Indian whether he remem- 
ber'd what he had ſpoke upon the Mountain? who re- 
plying, Yea, very perſectly.

The 
Indian being amazed, asked him the Name of his Pas 
rents? He anſwered, Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob. But 
ſaid Francis, Have you no other Father? he roy 
Yes, his Father's Name was Ludovicus Montezinus. 
am glad of that ſaid the Indian, for was in doubt to 
believe you while you ſeemed ignorant of your Parents. 
Aaron ſwearing that he ſpoke the Truth. The Indian 
ask'd him if he Was not the Son of Iſrael ? Who affirms. 
ed he was, defiring*Francis more fully to explain him- 
ſelf. After which having ſet down and refreſh'd 3 
themlelves, the Indian thus began. od 

If you have a mind to follow me your Leader, yon 
ſhall know what ever you deſire, only I muſt tell you, 
that whatſoever the Journey is you muſt go it on foor, 
and eat nothing but parched Maiz and Indian Corn, 
and omit nothing that I require of you. Aaron con- 
ſented to all; next day being Monday, Francis bid 
him throw away what he had in his Knapſack, and put 
on a Pair of Shoes made of Packthred, and follow :

I! DS: 

Wi JF Hough it paſs for a general Proverb that Tri- 
| ! vellers may lye by Authority, yet knowing the 
Juſtice of my Caufe, | thus ſalute my Friends from 
Jeruſalem. Since my Departure from Grand Cario to- 
ward the Holy Land, I writ a Letter * — 
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Place where Rachel wept for her Children, and would 
not be comforted 5 which with ſeven others I ſent by 
the Caravan of Damaſcus, to be conveyed to Conſtans 
tinople, and thence to England, but doubting they We 
not arrived there, I thought good by this to relate my 
Travels to Jeruſalem and Troubles there, with the me- 
morable Antiquities I ſaw in that City, and elſewhere 
till my return back to Alexandria. 

Departing from Grand Cairo, I came to the place 
where it is ſaid the Virgin Mary reſted with our Sas 
viour in her flight to Egypt ; from thence, I with my 
fellow Traveller Mr. John Bunel, both in our Pile 
grim's Habits came to the Town of Canko, and: far 
vant of a better Lodging, were compelled to lie that 
Night upon the bare Ground, next Morning we came 
toa Town call'd Phibits, in the Land of Gozan, where 
we met with a Company of Turks, Jews, and Chri- 
ſtians, and about ſeven hundred and fifty Camels, all 
bound for Damaſcus over the Defarts, alſo twenty 
two Greeks and Armenians, deſigned for Jeruſalem, 
whoſe Company we were glad of ;- in this Town £ 
went to a Houſe, where | ſaw a ſtrange ſecret of hatchs' 
ing Chickens by artificial Heat, of which I had ſeem 
the like at Grand Cairo, but not in ſuch large Num- 
bers; the manner whereof is, that the People of the 
adjacent Countries bring their Eggs in great quantities 
eng upon Aſſes or Camels to this Place, where there is an 
d- Oven or Furnace kept temperately warm, the Maſter 
ſtanding ready. at a little Door to receive the Eggs by 
Tale and Meaſure, which ſomteimes amounts to forty 
Thoufand in a Day, and at twelve Days end, more or 
leſs, they come again to receive their Chickens ; ſome; 
Ranges contain near two thouſand Eggs, the Furner 
taking an account of the Names and Numbers of evety 
Owner; but if he have two hundred thouſand at one 
heat, he mingles them all together, and then lays them 
in order upon a Bed made of Camels and Pidgeons 
Dung burnt, and in an hollow place underneath, a- 


bout - three foot broad: is another Layer of the ſame, 
, under 
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under which the Fire is made, which yet appears only 
like Aſhes, yielding a temperate heat to the next Con- 
Cave; and the heat being reſiſted by the Dung laid 
upon pieces of withered Trees, ſends forth an extra - 
ordinary Vapour, which at length pierces the mixt 
Earth, and by degrees infuſeth warmth and life thro”

She ſecond Caſtle of the Turks, and from thence were 
buarded by a Company of Soldiers to the Third, cal- 
led Rachel, travelling twenty four Hours without reſt- 
ing; here it was told us the King of Egypt and Ju- 
dea fought many great Battles, which we hoop, 
improbable, there being no Forage for an Army but 
Sand and Salt Water: Having paid another Toll, we 
came to Gaza in Paleſtine, a very fruitful Country, 
being now clear of the Defart : In this Town they ſhew * 
the place where Sampſon pull'd down the two Pillars, 
and flew himſelf and the Philiſtines, and the Situation 
of the Country ſeems to confirm the ſame; from 
hence we went to a place called by the Arabians

amoth in Gilead ; here I ſtay'd all Day, and wrote 8 
Letters, which I ſent by the Caravan to Conſtantinople

dertook to convey me and my Moor (whom I durſt not 
part with) to Cairo in four Days, I paying them 24 

Sultans of Gold, when they delivered us ſafe at Ma- 
terica, near that City, which if I did not perform they 
threaten'd to carry me away Priſoner, or elle to cut my 
Threat, My Moor having made this Agreement with 
them, who warranted my ſafety, ſwearing he would 
never forſake me; they provided us two Dromeda- 
Ties, I and my Moor riding before, and the Arabians 
behind us, two upon each Dromedary. We tra- 
velled apace, but theſe Beaſts trot ſo hard, that in 
four Hours riding I was conſtrained to intreat them to 
ſuffer me to reſt. About fix in the Evening I alighted, 
ad the Arabians, as their manner is, tied the Drome- 
daries two Fect together, making them kneel down; 
which done, we ſat down to eat a few Raiſons and 
Biskets that we had brought in our Port-Mantva's. 
But in the mean while one of our Dromedaries broke 
his Halter, and ran back towards Gaza; hereupon one 
WS. of the Thieves took the other Dromedary and purſued 
him, till they were all out of ſight; then the other 
Arabian run after them, leaving us alone in the wild 
Defarts of Arabia. Night approaching, and our Guides 
and Dromedaries being gone, we were much perplext 
to think what would become of us. So I leavizg my 
Moor, went to the top of a Sandy Hill adjacent, to ſee 
& whether I could diſcover them: I was no ſooner come 
chicher, but I ſaw four wald Arabian, approaching me 
From the other fide of the Hill. Upon which Iran 
away with all ſpeed, yet not ſo fait but one of the 
Thieves was at my Heels, and drawing his Sword, bid 
my Moor deliver me; who defired him to ſearch me, 
for he knew I had nothing about me but my Hair-cloth, 
further telling him, This Cuar, or Unbeliever, ſays 
he, is to be conducted in four Days to Cairo by two of 
your Companions, which he named. To which they 
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all anſwered, That if it were true, they would do me 


no hurt, but if their Companions came not again with 
beir Dromedaries, then they would carry as away with

Next Night we came to Salhia, where though ſwathed

Wherefore one of them ſtay'd here, 


and the other went with me to Materica, from whence 


I lent my Moor to Grand Cairo for Money: Who being 


return'd, I paid the Owners of the Horſe fix Pieces 
and the two wild Arabians twenty four Pieces of Gold; 


and then they delivered me ſafe into the cuftody of my 


Moor within three Miles of that City, where I was 


welcomed by the Conſul and other Engliſh there refi- 


denz. | then gave my honeſt poor Moor fix Pieces of 
Gold, and divers other Proviſions for his Journey to 
Mecha, in his return whence, I heard afterwards he 
died.

Heſe ſerve to accompany an Account o 

my Journey to the Holy-Land, for 
which 1 might refer you to others, who have 
given a more exact Relation of that Pil- 
grimage, yet according to your Deſire, I 
preſent you with this my Narrative. 
. Tueſday, 
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pHaſantly ſeated, being ſurrounded with Mulberric 
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The Travels of Fourteen 
Uefday, May 3. 1669. we ſet fatl from Scanderoon 
with N. E. Wind on the Margaret, Tho. Mid- 


dleton Commander, being fourteen Ergliſh Men (of 


the Factory of Aleppo) in Company; but being forced 
to return three times by contrary Winds, by May 10, 
we arrived at Trippoly, whoſe Port is guarded with 
fix ſmall Caſtles near the Sea, and one great Caſtle up- 
on the Land; defended from Tempeit on the Weſt 
with Iſlands, and on the Eaſt with a Cape of Land; 
fo that only a North Wind can prejudice Ships in this 
Port: The Ground is ſtony, which forced the Captains 
te buoy up their Cables, the Ships riding in fix or ſeven 
Fathom Water, The Town is about a Mile fr: m the 
Marine, fituate upon the Shell of a Hill, and hath one 
good Caſtle for its defence; the Town is ruinare, and 


there were few People to be ſeen, it being the Time of 


making white Silk; and molt of the People in their Gar- 
dens. 

May 13. Aſter three Day: treatment by the Conſul 
(for Engliſb, French and Dutch) with extraordinary 
Civility ; about 4 in the Afternoon we ſer forward for 


Mount Lebanon, and two Hours riding frem Trippo- 


Ty, pirch'd our Tent at the Village Cofferſinue; the 


* Inhabitants a:e Chriſtians, and live in Hor ſes of Reeds 


and covered with Buſhes; the Road to this Village 
is very pleaſant, through a Foreſt of Ol:ve-Trees, 
and in the Valieys are Gardens of Mulberries with 
which they feed their Siik-worms. May 14. We de- 


. parted ſtom Cotferfinue about four in the Morning, 


paſſing in a good Road, and through Plains ſowed 
with Wheat: About fix we paſſed over ſeveral 
Mountains reſembling Marble, if not really ſo, from 
which we had a fine Proſper of the fruitſulneſs of the 
Valleys: Between theſe Mountains upon the aſcent of 
an Hill we came to a Fountain, where we break 


A 1 _ faſted; at feven we rofe from the Fountain- and br 
ving paſſed a very dangerous ragged Mountain, about 


nine we came to Eden, a ſmall Village, and ver 
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and other forts of Trees, Walnuts eſpecially we found 
very common in this Mount: We went to the Biſhop's 
Houle, a moſt miſerable ruinated Cottage, who com- 
ing to bid us welcome, appeared more like a Dunghil- 
raker than a Biſhop. We enquired whence this Vil- 
lage had its Name, the Naronites who inhabit the 
Mountains, ſay, This was the Place where Adam com- 
mitted the Sin of eating the forbidden Fruit; but the 
Biſhop told us it was in Heaven where were three Trees, 
Adam being forbidden to eat of one of them, which - 
was the Fig- Tree: But after having eaten, he fell 
down from Heaven among thoſe. Cedars, which are 


two Hours riding from the Biſhop's Houſe, and there 


began to till the Ground. But the Biſhop — very 
ignorant, we forbore to enquire farther. The Biſhop - 
has great reſpect ſhewed him, every one kifling his 
Hand on their Knees bare headed; in his Houle he 
hath a ruinated Church, with an Altar in it; and a 
little beyond is a ſmall Chapel, near the Head of a 
Rivulet that ſeeds his Houſe with Water, where we 
found many Men with Frank Names, which had con- 
tinued there from the Year 16117. | 
Mid- day coming, the Biſhop made what Prepara- 
tion nis Houſe would afford for Dinner, killing two 
Kids and a Goat, and giving us the beſt Wine the 
Mountain did afford, being a well-reliſhed Red and 
White Wine. Night coming, after Supper, we 
kifled.-his Hand; and next Morning, being now bur 
twelve in Company, went to take our leave, and made 
him a Preſent of Livres, beſides ſomething to the Ser- 
vants, as is uſual for Pilgrims that take this Voyage; 
two of our Company waiting our ceturn to T rippoly. - 
May 15. about five in the Morning, we roſe from 
thence, and about eight came to the Cedars, all that 
remain of them, being in a very ſmall compaſs: We 
ſpent ſome time in cutting Sticks, and ſetting our 
Names on the great Trees. At this Place came to us 
the Captain of a Village called Upſhara, an Hour's 
ting from the Cedars. In our way as we returned,

which held near two Quarts, witz which the Old Man 
ſoon made himſelf merry, it being their Cuſtom to 
drink freely; be telling us, That that Glaſs had be- 
longed to the Convent above a hundred Years, and 
thar the Turks coming once to Ranſack the Convent, 
ſeeing this Glaſs, told one of the Fratres, if he could 
drink off that tull of pure Wine, he would fave the 
Convent; which. one of them doing the Turks went 
away, admiring what fort of People they were. May 
16. We took our leave of the Patriarch, and preſented 
tim with ſome Livres, as allo the poor Fratres, and 
others belonging to the Convent, and ſo took our Jour- 
ney to Trippoly, having had a review of thoſe Moun- 
tains, and the Country adjacent, over ſpread with 
many. fair Villages, and fruitful Valleys ſown with 
Corn, and a great quantity of Mulberry Gardens; 
it being the general Employment of the Inhabitants 
to make Silk.

a poor Town, and h:th one Caſtle to defend thoſe 
Ships that come in cloſe to the Sire ; the chief Trade 
thereof is Pot Aſhes for Soap, Cottuns, and Corton- 
Yarn, which the Fr:nks brirg from thence, May 24. 
We arrived at Ramah, aplezlant Village; the Trade 
of the Inhabitanes is in Filla1o's ; the People are poor, 
and the livelihood of the Women is to ſpin it; We 
were treated there at the Convent, till a Meſſenger 
was diſpatched to the Convent at Jeruſalem, for our

Picture of St. Jerom naturally in the Marble, which 
he Father's efteem as a Miracle ; over againſt this 
langer is the Place «here the three Wife Men ſtood 
rhen they came to worſhip our Saviour.

The Vineyard whence the Spies of the 
Land of Canaan took the Clutter of Grapes, to ſhew 
the fruitfulneſs of it; alſo the Fountain where Philip 
baptized the Q. of Sheha's Eunuch.

We 
came to the Mountain Crupil, where part of the Wood ' 
whereot our Saviour's Croſs was made was cut down, 
and over the Place where they ſay the Tree ſtood, is 
a ſtately Church, in the Poſſeſſion of the Greeks; the 
Place juſt where the Tree grew is inlaid with Silver, 
by which they ſet a Diſh for Charity. The Floor of 
this Church is well wrought with Moſaick Work, 
and painted with Scripture Stories; and inſtead of a

Entertainment imzginable, and very far trom diſguſt- 
ing us; for they were not only ready to be our Ser- 
vants but our Slaves; yea. my honeſt name-fake Fa- 
ther Tomaſo, never ceaſed from Morning to Night 
from bringing us either Victuals or Drink, or asking

bold at our old Houſe ; the Conſul received us very: 

gladly, and our deſign was to depart next Day, but the 
Plague ſtill raging at Aleppo, the Conſul forces us to 
ſtay I welve or Fourteen Days; ail which time we were 
treated like Princes, and then by his leave we imbark- 
ed on a Dutch Ship for Scanderoon ; the reſt of our 
Company (whom we lett at Acrica to go to ſee the Sea 
of Galilee) being arrived. June 26. We came to 
Scanderoon, where ſome were dead, and others dying, 
and one flying from another, we tarried upon the 

Mount. and aboard the Ship for ſome time : And Fu- 
- ty 2. arrived at Aleppo, where there dy'd at that time 
ſeventy or eighty of a Day of the, Plague, and thus

I hath been very much deſired by many honeſt Chri- 
ſtian, tLer this Relation of the Jews Council 
ſhould E publiſticd, which I'did intend to communi- 
cate Only, to my. private Friends. The chief Argu- 
ment which perſwaded me to doit, was, becauſe they

At the Place aboveſaid there afſembled about 300 
Rabbies, called Jews, from ſeveral parts of the World, 
to examine the Scriptures concerning Chriſt. It ſeems 
this Place was thought moſt convenient for this Coun- 

cil, in regard that part of the Country is not much in- 
habited, becauſe of the continual Wars between the 
Turks and the King of Hungaria. There they have 
ſought formerly two bloody Battles, Vet both theſe 
Princes, notwithſtanding their own Differences, did 
give leave to the Jews to hold their Council there. 
he Jews for their own Accommodarion, made diver; 
Tents for their repoſe, and had plenty of Provifions 


brought them from other parts of the Country, during 
the time of their fitting. The Jews making, as we 


ſaid, divers Tents, they ſet up one large Tent, only 
\ for the Council to fir in, being made almoſt four 
" ſquare; the North and South not altogether ſo large as 


the Eaſt and Weſt part. It had but one Door, and 


that opened to the Eaſt. 


In the middle of the Tent 


there ſtood a Table, and a Stool for the Propounder 
to fit on, with his Face towards the Door of the Tent. 
The Propounder was of the Tribe of Levi, named Za- 
*® charias. And within this Tent, round about were 
laced Forms, on which ſtood the reſt of the Council. 

| They were incloſed with a Rail, at a diſtance from 
them, to prevent all Strangers, and all ſuch as could 
not prove themſelves to be Jews by Record, or diſpute 
in the Hebrew Tongue, which many had forgotten 
that lived in ſuch Countries, whers they were not al- 
lowed their Synagogue ; as in France, .

conceive the number of the People that attended, to

|; was informed that the King of Hungaria not favour- 3 
ing the Reform'd Religion, did give no incouragement 
ta any Proteſtant Churches to ſend any Divine thither. 
But he did allow there ſhould be ſome Aſſiſtance ſent 
from Rome; and their coming hither prov'd a great 
unhappinels to this hopeſul Aﬀembly or Council. 
The Firit Day, when the Aſſembly firſt met, they 
ſpent ſome time in mutual Salutations, and as their 
manner is, kiſſed one anothers Cheeks, expreſſing 
great Joy for for this their happy Meeting.

But it is no wonder to fee Factions agree inf 
ſome evil Deſign againſt others, as I found by e 
rience in 1650{which was the Year of their Jubilee.) 
At which time there was a great Strife berween the 
Jeſuits and the Friars of the Order of St. Auguſtine. . 
And though their Diſſentations have been, by the care 
and vigilancy of the Pope ſmother'd over, that the, 
World then took not much notice of chem yet this Fire 
broke our again into a Flame, greater (as they inform.

But being willing to do ſomething, being yet unre- 
ſolved, they aſſembled again upon the Eighth Day, 
and all that was done upon that Day was to agree upon 
another Meeting of the Jews, which was to be Three 
Years after ; which was then concluded upon, before 
their final departing. 

I believe, faith the Relater, there were many Jews

Prejudice to their Council. 2. I hat (as he profeſs'd 
to me) he much defir'd the Preſence of tome Proteſtant 
Divines at their Aſſembly, and -.efperially of our Eng- 
liſh Miniſters, of whom he had a greater liking than 
of any in the World beſide. For he did believe we 
had a greater love to their Nation And the Reaſon for 
his good Opinion of our Miniſters, was (as he told me) 
That he had often heard that they do pray ordinarily 
for the Converſion of their Nation; which he did ac- 
knowledge to be a great Token of their Love towards 
them : Eſpecially he recommended the Miniſters of 
London, for their excellent Preaching, and for their 
Charity towards their Nation, as he had heard by ma- 
ny Travellers. Moreover, he ſaid, That he did ac- 
count the Church of Rome to be an Idolatrous 
Church : And therefore will not own their Religion.

This Noiſe and Rumour of the Mefiiah having bes 
gun to fill all Places, Sabatai Sevi reſolved to travel 
towards Smyrna, the Conntry of his Nativity, and 


thence to Conſtantinople the Capital City, where the 


principal Work of Preaching was to have been per- 
torm'd : Nathan thought it not fit to be long after him, 
and thorefore travels by the way of Damaſcus, where 
reſolving to continue ſome time for better Propagation 
of this new Doctrine; in the mean while writes this? 
tolowing Letter to Sabatai Sevi.

every one was not Maſter of ſo much Fortune and Pro- 
viſion as to live without _ Labour ; therefore to 
quit the Clamours of the Poor, and prevent the 
Enormous Lives of ſome, who upon theſe Occaſions 
would become Vagabonds, and deſert their Cities, due 
Order was taken to make Collections, which were ſo 
liberally beſtow'd, that in Theſſalonica only 400 Poor 
were ſupported by the meer Charity of the Richer. 
And as they endeavoured to purge their Sonſciences of + - 
Sin, and to apply themſelves to good Works, that 
the Meſſiah might find the City prepared for his Re- 
ception ; ſo leit he ſhould accuſe them of any omiſſi- 
on in the Law, and particularly in their Neglect of 
that antient Precept, of Increaſe and Multiply ; they 


married together Children of ten Years of Age, and 


ſome under, without reſpect to Riches or Poverty, 
Condition or Quality ; But being promiſcuouſly join- 
ed to the number of 6 or 700 Couple, upon better 
and cooler Thoughts, after the deceit of the falſe 
Meſſiah, was diſcovered, - or the expectation of his 
coming grew cold, were Divorced, or by Conſent ſe - 
parated from each other. 

In the heat of all this Talk and Rumour comes Saba- 
tai Sevi to Smyrna, the City of his Nativity, infinitely 
defired there by the common Jews; but by the Cho- 
chams, or Doctors of their Law, who gave little or no 
Credence to what he pretended, was ill received, not 
knowing what Miſchief or Ruin this Doctrine and 
Prophecy of a new Kingdom might produce. Yer 
Sabatai bringing with him Teſtimonials of his Sanctity, 
Holy Life, Wiſdom, and Gift of Prophecy, ſo deeply 
fix'd himſelf in the Hearts of the Generality, both as 
being Holy and Wiſe, that thereupon he took courage 
and boldneſs to enter into Diſpute with the Grand 
Chocham, (who is the Head, and chiet Expoſitor of 
the Law, and Super-intendant of their Will and'Go- 
vernment) detween whom the Arguments grew ſo high 
and Language ſo hot, that the Jews who tavoured the 
Doctrine of Sabatai, and feared the Authority of che 
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bene what might be the ifoe of the 
>» Conteſt, appeared in great Numbers before the Cadi of 
= Smyrna, in Juſtification of the new Prophet, before 
fo much as any Accuſation came againſt him. The 
Gadi (according to the Cuſtom of the Turks) ſwal- 
lows Money both fides, and aiterwards remits them 
to the Determination of their own Juſtice, In this 
manner Sabatai gains Ground daily; and the Grand 
Chocham with his Party, loſing both the Affection and 
Obedience of his People, is diſplaced from his Office, 
and another conſtituted, more affectionate and-agree- 
able to the new Prophet, whoſe Power daily increa- 
ſed by thole confident Reports, that his Enemies 
were {truck with Phrenſies and Madneſs, until being 
reſtored to their former Temper and Wits by him, 
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they became his Friends, Admirers, and Diſciples, I 
No Invitation was now made in Smyrna by the Jews, lie

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Notwithſtanding the Diſciples of Sabatai Sevi were 
not ſo numerous, but many oppoſed his Doctrine, pub- 
lickly avoucking that he was an Impoſtor and Decei- 
ver of the People, amongſt which was one Samuel Fen- 
nia, a Man of a good Eſtate and Reputation in Smyrna, 
who arguing in the Synagogue, T hat the preſent Signs 
of the coming of the Meſſiah were not apparent, either 
according to Scripture, or the Doctrine of the Rab- 
bins, raifed ſuch a Sedition and Tumult amongſt the 
Jews, as not only prevailed againſt Arguments, but 
had alſo againſt his Life, had he not timely convey» +» 
ed himſelf out of the Synagogue, and thereby eſcap- 
ed the Hands of the Multitude, who now could more 
eaſily endure Blaſphemy againſt the Law of Moſes, 
and the Propharaticn of the Sanctuary, than Contra» 
dition, of Misbelief of the Doctrine of Sabatar. But 
howſoever it fell out, Pennia in a ſhort ime becomes 
a Convert, and preaches up Sabatai for the Son of 
God, and Deliverer of the Jews; and not only he, 
bur his whole Family ; his Daughters Propheſy, and. 
fall into ſttrange Lune; and nat only his, but 
four hund red Men and Women prophely of the grou- 
ing Kingdom of Sabatai, and young Infants, who 
could, yet ſcarce ſtammer out a Syllable to their Mo- 
thers, repect and pronounce plainly the Name of * 
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batai the Meſſiah, and Son of God. For thus far had 


God permitted the Devil to delude this People, that 
their very Children were for a time poſſeſſed, and 
Voices heard to ſound from their Stomachs and In- 
trails ; Thoſe of riper Years fell firſt into a Trance, 
ſoamed at the Mouth, and recounted the future Pro- 
ſperity and Deliverance of the Iſraelites, their Viſions 
of the Lyon of Judah, and the Triumphs of Sabatat ; 
all which were certainly true, being effects of Diabo- 
lical Deluſion, as the Jews themſelves fince have con- 
feſſed unto me. 

With theſe Concomitant Accidents and Sueceſſes 
Sabatai Sevi growing more preſumptuous, that he 
might correſpond with the Prophecies of the Great- 
neſs and Dominion of the Meſſiah, proceeds to an 
Election of thoſe Princes which were to govern the 
Iſraelites in their march towards the Holy Land, and 
to diſpenſe Judgment and Juſtice after their Reſtora- 
tion. The Names of them were theſe which follow, 
Men well known at Smyrna, who never (God knows) 
had Ambition to aſpire to the Title of Princes, until 
a ſtrange Spirit of Deceit and Deluſion had moved 
them, not only to hope for it as poſſible, but to ex-

And thus was Sabatai exalted, 
when-no Man was thought worthy of Communication 
who did not believe him to be the Meſſiah: Others 
were called Kophrim, Infidels, or Hereticks, liable to 
the Cenſure of Excommunication, with whom it was 
not lawful ſo much as to eat; every Man produced his 
Treaſure, his Gold and Jewels, offering them at the 
Feet of Sabatai, ſo that he could have commanded all 
the Wealth of Smyrna, but he was too ſubtile to ac. 
cept their Money, leſt he ſhould render his Deſign

having thus fully fix'd himſelf in Smyrna, and filled 
other Places with rumours of his Fame, declared that 
he was called by God to viſit Conſtæntinople, where

* wasicouraged at this ill Treatment of their Prophet, but far- 
d his ther confirm'd in their belief of him, as being the ac- 
compliſhment of the Prophecy of thoſe things which 
ought to preceed his Glory and Dominion ; which 
onſideration induced the chiefeſt Perſons amongſt 
the Jews to make their Vifits and Addreſſes to him,

In this manner Sabatai Sevi remained a Priſoner at 
Conſtantinople for the ſpace of two Months; at the end 
of which the Vizier having ſignified his Expedition for 
Candia, and confidering the Rumour and Diſturbance 
the preſence of Sabatai had made already at Conſtanti- Nhe. 

nople, thought it not ſecure to ſuffer him to remain in 
the Imperial City, whillt both the Grand Seignior and 
himſelf were abſent ; and therefore changes his Priſon 
to the Dardanelli, otherwiſe called the Caſtle of Ab- 
dos, being on the Europe ſide of the Helleſpont, oppo- . 
ſite to Seſtos, places famous in Ereek Poetry. This re- 
moval of Sabatai from a worſe Priſon to one of a better 
Air, confirm'd the Jews with a greater confidence of 
his being the Meſtiab, ſuppoſing that had it been in 
the powerof the Vizier, or other Officers of the Turks 
i have deſtroyed his Perſon, they would never have 
permitted him to have lived to that time, in regard

ſuch particular * upon his coming, took upon 
them tlie boldneſs to deſraud them of their Right, and 
deſired he would ſignifie to theſe his Subjects his plea- 
ſure to have Satisfaction given: Whereupon Sabatai 
with much affection took Pen and Paper, and wrote to 
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cute on Sabatai, who had not only declared himſelf 
the King of Iſrael, hut alſo publiſhed Prophecies fatal 
to the Grand Seignior and his Kingdoms. 

With this Conſideration, and others proceeding, the 
Jews flock in great Numbers to the Caſtle, where he 
was impriſoned, not only from the neighbouring Parts, 
but alſo from Poland, Germany, Leghorn, Venice, 
Amſterdam, and other Places where the Jews reſide; 
on all whom, as a Reward of the Expence and Labours 
of their Pilgrimage, Sabatai beſtow'd plenty of his 
increaſe of their Store, and 
enlargement of their Poſſeſſion in the Holy Land. And 
o great was the confluence of the Jews to this Place, 
that the Turks thought it requiſite to make their ad- 
vantage thereof, and fo not only raiſed the Price of 
their Proviſions, Lodgings, and other Neceflaries, but 
alſo denied to admit any to the prefence of Sabatai, un; 
'ſs for Money, ſetting the Price ſometimes at five, 
'"metimes at ten Dollars, more or leſs, according 2s 
they gueſſed at their Abilities, or Zeal tor the Perſon, 
by which Gain and advantage to the Turks no Com- 
plaints or Advices were carried to Adrianople, either 
of the Concourſe of People, or Arguments amongſt 
the Jews in that Place, hut rather all Civilities and 
Liberty indulg'd unto them, which ſerved as a farther 
Argument to enſnare this poor People in the belief of 
their Meſſiah. 

During this time of Confinement, Sabatai had lei- 
hre to compoſe and inſtitute a new Method of Wor- 
hip for the Jews, and principally the manner of the 
.clebration of the Day of his Nativity, which he 
teſcribed in this mannea;

© ments. As to your Prayers, let the ſame Order be 
© uſed as upon Feſtivals. To converſe with Chri- 
© ftians on that Day is unlawful, though your Diſ- 
© courſe be of Matters indifferent; all Labour is for- 
© bidden, but to ſound Inſtruments is lawful. This 
© ſhall be the Method and Subſtance of your Prayers on 
this Day of Feſtival. After you have ſaid, Blefled

dis Chief Miniſters of State, the Mufti, and Expoun- 
ders of the Law. After much Diſpute, 'twas at laſt 


found that the Jews had already long ſince forfeited 


rheir Lives by the very Text of the Alcoran, where 
it is expreſs'd, That if within 600 Years from the Pro- 
mulgation of that Religion, they did not univerſally 
come in, and profeſs the Mahometan Faith, they 
\ ſhould be deſtroyed. The zealous Emperor would: 
immediately have put this E lict in Execution, but 
the intermiffion of the Mufti, and the reſt of the Doc- 
tors, *rwas thought. fit to ſuſpend in for the preſent: 
Bur that theſe growing Evils might in time have a Pe- 
nod, his Majeſty commanded that all the Chocham- 
mi Rabbins, ani Chief among the Jews, ſhould im- 
mediately appear before his Tribunal, and make An- 
— to ſome Objections that were to be propounded to 
em. 

The Jews being. accordingly convened, the Sophy 
examines them about ſevera] Paſſages of their Law, 
and particularly concerning the Prophet Moſes, and' 
thoſe Rites of his which ſeemed to have been ſo long: 
annihilated amongſt them, ſince the coming of Iſai, 
(for ſo they call Jeſus) after whom they pretend their 
| Mahomet was to take Place, and all other Predictions 
to determine. 

The Jews much terrified with the manner of thoſe: 
Interrogatories, and dubious what the Meaning and 
THE of them might ſignify ; told the Emperor, That 
for Chriſt they di not believe in him, but they ex- 

ected a Meſſiah of their own to come, u ho ſhould by. 
his miraculous Power deliver them from their Oppreſ- 
ſors, and ſubdue all the World to his Obedience. 

At this Reply the Sophy appeared to be much in- 
cens'd: How ! ſays he, Do you not then believe Chriſt, 
of whom our very Alcoran makes ſo honourable men- 
tion, as that he was the Spirit of God ſent dowu 
from him, and returning to him? &. If we believe 


him, Why do not you? What ſay you for your ſelves, |

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'  *hroughout Perſia, in1666, 168 
you incredulous Wretches? The confounded Jews per- 
ceiving the Emperor thus provoked, immediately pro- 
ſtrating themſelves on the Ground, humbly ſupplica- 
ting him to take pity on his Slaves, who acknowledged 
themſelves altogether unable to Diſpute with his Ma- 


jeſty, that for the Chriſtians they ſeemed indeed to 
them te bo groſs Idolaters; Men who did not war- 


mip God, but a crucified Malefactor, and a Deceiver, 


which ſtill the more diſpleaſed the Sophy; not indu- 


ring they ſhould ſo blaſpheme a Perſon for whom their 


Alcoran had fo great Reverence: However, for the 
preſent diſſembles his reſentmeut : Tis well, ſays he, 
you do not believe the God of the Chriſtians: But 


tell me, What think you of our Great Prophet Maho- 


met? This demand exceedingly perplexed them, 


not knowing what to reply; and indeed it was con- 
tiived on purpoſe, that convincing them of Blaſphe- 
my (as they eſteem'd it) againſt their Prophet, the 
Sophy might find a ſpecious and legal Pretence to 


ruin and deſtroy them without giving any jealouſꝰ 
or ſuſpicion to the reſt of the Strangers, who were 
trafficking in his Country, of ſeveral other Religions: 
but who were not in the leaſt obnoxious to his dif- 
pleaſure. . 
After a long Pauſe and ſecret Conference with one 
another, it was at laſt reſolved among them, that tho” 
they had denied Chriſt, they would yet ſay nothing 
ſitively againſt Mahomet. Therefore they told the 
Emperor, Tho' their Religion forbad them to believe 
any Prophet, ſave Moſes, &c. yet they did not hold 
Mahomet for a falſe Prophet, in as much as he was def- 
cended of Iſhmael the Son of Abraham; and that they . 
deſired to remain his Majeſty's humble Vaſſals and 
Slaves, and crav'd his pity on them. ws 
The Sophy eafily perceiving the cunning and wary 
Subterfuge of their Reply, told chem ; this ſhould not 
ſerve their turn, that they were a People of diffolute 
Principles, and that under pretence of their long ex- 


peed Meſliah, they perſiſted in a falſe Religion, al -

Upon this the Sophy inſtantly ſummons a Councnl, 
produces the Inſtrument -before them, and requires 
their advice what was to be done, and the rather, for_ 
that there began now to be great Whiſpergfand ſome 
Letters had been written to them from N 
of Turkey, of the motions of a pretended * Meſliah 
which was the famous Sabati: This ſo wrought with 
the Emperor and his Council, that with one Voice, and 
without longer Pauſe, they immediately concluded up-

In order to this Reſolution Proclamations are iflued 
out, and publiſhed to the People, and to all that were 
Strangers and Inhabitants amongſt them, impowering 
them to fall immediately upon the Jews in all the Per- 
ſian Dominians, and to put to the Sword Man, Wo- 
man and Child, but ſuch as ſhould forthwith turn to 
the Mahometan Belief; and to ſeize on their Goods 
and Eſtates without any remorſe or pity. | 

This cruel and bloody Arreſt was accordingly put in

Places, the King gave them liherty to bury in the ſame 
Place where they lived. In 1189. at the — 
Rich. 1. Son of Hen. 2. at Weſtminſter, a great di- 
faſter befell the Jews, for K. Richard not favouring 
them as his Father had done, had given ſtrict charge 
that no Jew ſhould be Spectator of the Solemnity; yet 
| ſeveral Jews preſling in, and the Officers appointed re- 
fuſing they ſhould enter, there aroſe a Quarrel, which 
proceeded from Words to Blows, whereby many, Jews 
were hurt, and ſome ſlain ; and thereupon a report was 
ſuddenly ſpread abroad, that the King had commanded 
to have all the Jews deſtroy' d; upon which it is in- 
credible what rifling there was in an inſtant of the 
Jews Houſes, and cutting their T hroats ; and though 


the King ſignified by Publick Declaration, that he was 
highly diſpleaſed with what was done, yet there was no 


quieting of the Multitude till next Day; and many of 
the Mutineers were afterward puniſhed by the Law.

for 700 Marks. Aaron another Jew proteſted the King 
ſince his laſt being in France, had taken from him at 
ſeveral times 30000 Marks of Silver, and 200 Marks 
of Gold given to the Queen. At another time this King 
Henry ſqueeſed a Sum out of the Jews, and then let 
them out to Farm to his Brother Richard for a- conſi- 
derable Sum, which he paid him, and he was to make + 
what more of themhe could. He likewiſe built a Church 
for converted Jews in London. It happen'd about this 
time that a Jew fell into an Houſe of Office upon 8d 
turday, and would not be taken out that Day becauſe 
it was the Jews Sabbath; whereupon the Earl of Glou- 
ceſter faid, He ſhould not then be taken out on the 
Sunday, becauſe it was the Chriſtians Sabbath; ſo 
that when Monday came he was taken out dead. 
In the 5th of Edward 1. the Jews at Northampton 
were charged with Crncifying a Chriſtian Boy upon 
Good-F 11 but did not throughly kill him, for which 


Fact many Jews at London were after Eaſter drawn at 
the Horſe Tails, and hang'd. In the Year K. Edward 
called in all the old Money, and coin'd new, becauſe 
it had been much clipp'd and defaced by the Jews, for, 
rhich 297 were at one time executed in London. And | 
in the 1 8th Year of his Reign all the Jews were baniſhed; Ml 


bove 15090 in the Kingds who had all their 
ſei zed and confilcated co the King' uſe, and only 
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much Money leſt them as would bear their Charges 
out of the Kingdom.
